WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The 
upward trend in industrial employ- 
ment noted during September con- 
tinued throughout October in Mig:

The erection of municipal build, 
ings, enlargement of public utility 
plants, and civic improvements in 
the larger cities furnished employ- 
ment for many men and buildin 
continued at higher levels in the 
small cities and rural communi- 
ties,“ the report says. 

“There was a decline in the num- 
ber of active State Highway proj- 
ects, but this work continued to 
afford the best opportunity fer un- 
skilled labor and approximately 
11,000 were thus engaged. 

“Employment in the railroad 
shops and steel mills showed little 
Improvement. Crews in the pas- 
senger departments of the railroads | 
were increased. Lead and zinc 
mines expanded production. Coal 
and iron mine activities remained 
below normal. Empl ent in the 
automobile assembling plants de- 
creased. Additional Government 
projects along the Mississippi and 
Missouri Rivers furnished employ- 
ment for a large number of work- 
ers. The seasonal decline noted in 
agricultural activities was reflect- | 
ed in a decreased demand for these 
workers which was accentuated by 
the return of men from the cities.” 

Situation at St. Joseph. 

At St. Joseph the employment 
situation was slightly relieved by 
Federal projects on the Missouri 
River, highway construction and 
a slight upward trend in ¢onfec- 
tionery and garment factories and 
meat-packing houses.

This total, with more than 30 
States complete, is an increase of 
more than 2,000,000 over the pre- 
vious high vote of 36,789,669 polled 
in 1928. Gov. Roosevelt's vote is 
the most ever given to a winning 
candidate, and Mr. Hoover’s is a 
top figure for a losing nominee. 

Seven minor party candidates re- 


returns from all but about one- 
twelfth of the nation’s 119,643 pre- 
cincts or voting districts—tripling 
the minor party vote of four years 
ago. 

Norman Thomas, the Socialist 
presidential candidate, kept pace 
with the total gain, his 805,813 be- 
ing more than thrice the 267,835 
he got in 1928.

RAIL WAGE CUT) 


Further Reduction at Ex- 


piration of Present Agree- 
ment Is Expected to Be 
R 3 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—A fur- 
ther reduction in railway wages on 
expiration of the present agreement 
next February is expected in well- 
informed capital circles to be rec- 


ommended by the National Trans- 
portation Committee, headed by 
Calvin Coolidge, in its study of the 
nation’s railway structure. 

Alarmed at the present low es- 
tate of railroad securities, and con- 
fronted with a new low level of 
earnings during the first six months 
of the year, the former President 
was prevailed on by a rail security- 
holding group to lead a committee 
in seeking remedies for a situation 
which directly affects holders of 
more than $11,000,000,000 for rail- 
road bonds, notes and other prom- 
issory paper, 70 per cent of which 
was held by banks, instrance com- 
panies, universities and similar in- 
stitutions. 

Those in Washington who have 
kept in close touch with the situa- 
tion say that operating costs and 
maintenance already have been cut 
to such an extent that the wage 
payroll remains as practically the 
only redudible item. Further phys- 
ical economies would affect seri- 
ously the operating efficiency of 
the lines, it is said, while many of 
the roads are sadly in need of roll- 
ing stock and right of way replace- 
ments. 

Railroad agencies are. now com- 
piling information for use of the 
committee which has solicited the 
aid of the Brookings Institute in 
assembling data and working out 
remedial recommendations.

SOVIET Io ALLOW CITIZENS 
TO LEAVE RUSSIA AT A PRICE 


Fixes Cost of Exit Visas at $250 or 
$500 to Be Paid in Foreign 
Currency. 

By the Assotiated Press. 

MOSCOW, Nov. 30. — Russian 
citizens who have found it almost 
impossible heretofore to obtain 
permission to leave the country 
now may have this privilege if they 
can pay a stiff price in foreign cur- 
rency. 

The Government tourist agency 
announced today that it would ac- 
cept orders for mit visas from in- 
dividuals who desired to leave Rus- 
sia for permanent residence abroad. 
The cost, to be paid in foreign cur- 
rency, is 500 rubles for workers 
and 1000 rubles for all other 
classes. Nominally, the ruble is 
worth 50 cents. 

The foreigner will get his outgo- 
ing visa for the same charge as- 
sessed by his country against a So- 
viet passport, amounting in the case 
of Americans to 22 rules.

The Obstacle to Soviet-American Trade. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch : 

ENATOR BORAH’S allusion to Russia 
as a great potential market for the 

United States reminds me of a discovery 

1 made in New York last winter, when I 

was looking into the feasibility of a plan 

I had for building up the export trade of 

St. Louis by establishing here a branch 

of the American-Russian Chamber of 

Commerce. 

I talked with Col. Hugh L. Cooper, the 
president of the chamber and the build- 
er of the famous Dnieper power dam, and 
with Raymond E. La Pean, Col. Cooper's 
right-hand man, who is eager to enlarge 
the commerce between Russia and the 
United States. We went over the manu- 
factures of St. Louis ahd we agreed that 
this city made things that the Soviet 
Government wanted, but when we came 
to the terms of payment for the goods, 
we found an obstacle that seemed insur- 
mountable. 

The Soviet Government must have a 
credit of one year, at least. Sometimes 
18 months or two years is needed. Ger- 
many and Great Britain and some other 
European countries help their manufac- 
turers to sell to the Soviet Government 
on these terms by financing the credits to 
thé amount of 70 per cent, leaving the 
manufacturer and exporter only 30 per 
cent to carry. The United States, of 
course, would not do this, and I could 
not imagine any St. Louis manufacturer 
willing to carry a credit for a year or 
two years. So, I gave up the idea of or- 
ganizing an American-Russian Chamber 
of Commerce in St. Louis, at least for the 
present.

It is doubtful it it is worth half 
that sum. The State Board of Equalization places 
upon the property an assessment valuation for tax- 
es of $25,000,000, but the properties behind that ap- 

are for the most part nothing the city could 
use, It is questionable if there is any property the 
company owns, excepting its busses alone, which 
could be incorporated into a modern transportation 
system. The State Board of Equalization assesses 
the company’s 59 busses at $86,450. \ 

The street railway owners will do their utmost to 
make the city pay an exorbitant price and buy the 
whole system, mostly obsolete, lock, stock and barrel. 
But since it has been shown by experts that a mod- 
ern bus system could meet every transportation need 
of the community, as well as give the city a profit 
of approximately $1,000,000 a year, the question nat- 
urally arises whether the company has anything to 
sell the city but the 59 busses. Certainly the city is 
not going to buy at any price a lot of worthless prop- 
erty just to lessen the losses of exploiters who fol- 
lowed the unfortunate leadership of the discredited

issue. He cannot be a man who is on the side of 
the street car owners. A man cannot serve two mas- 
ters.

But the. striking results of the purchase of 
votes suggested to bright minds the uses 
of additional payments between campaigns, 
and these, perforce, had to be paid out of 
the taxes or state funds. Pericles boasted 
tuat he bribed the Athenians with their own 
money. The result was a heavy treasury 
drain, which became almost continuous.

These figures are based on the 
starting of Harris, a heavier man, 
at right end in Hanley’s place, the 
rest of the line which started 
against Nebraska on Thanksgiving 
day, and Stuber, Johanningmeier, 
Hatfield and Ress in the backfield.

Although the first rule in the 
book declares “that the game shall 
be played by 11 men on each 
side,“ this does not always hold 
good.

Phil Kavanaugh, secretary of the 
St. Louis Soccer League, asserted 
today that he was.in favor of such 
a move and that he had tried it 
out in junior competition and had 
found that it. worked to advantage. 
“Put them out for 10 minutes and 
then let them come back,” 
Kavanaugh. “Then if they repeat, 
banish them and suspend them for 
a lengthy period and also fine them 
whatever their share of the days 
would be.” 

Alec McNab, veteran of the Stix 
club, also is in favor of such a 
move. In fact McNab declares that 
a system of this sort is now being 
used in the East, where players 
are placed on the sidelines for five 
minutes “for the use of hands 
(fighting)” and then permitted to 
re-enter the match. 

It appears that for the good of 
the sport something along these 
lines should be done.

Turkey Okra Soup. 


Break up the bong of the tur- 
key and place in a kettle, covering 
them with about three quarts of 
water. To this add six pieces of 
ectlery, one large sliced onion, one 
bay leaf, three cut up carrots, one 
tablespoon of ‘gait, one-fourth tea- 
spoon of pepper and one of tomato 
pulp. Simmer siowly for four 
hours. Strain and set aside to 
cool, then remove fat. Cut in 
pieces and fry one-half cup of 
bacon or salt pork. Add pieces 
of bacon to the strained soup. To 
the bacon drippings add one pound 
of sliced okra and fry until brown, 
watching carefully and turning 
often, as it burns easily. Add this 
to the soup stock, and if you have 
a small can of cob cut corn, add 
one-half cah. Cook again slowly 
for about two hours. The sécret 
of all good soups is in the long, 
slow cooking. 


Ragout of Goose. 


Cut up the remains of the goose 
or any good odds and ends of 
meat or fowl in the ice box. At 
least two cups are needed. Cook 
one-half box of noodles or pa- 
getti in salted, boiling water for 20 
minutes. Drain. To the cooked 
noodles or spagetti add two table- 
spoons of butter, and two of grated 
cheese add left over gravy to the 
meat and, if not enough make a 
sauce using two tablespoons 
of butter, a little onion juice 
and flour to one pint of 
water in which is dropped a bouil- 


lon cube, or use some tomato juice. 


Mix with the meat and heat thor- 
oughly. Place in outer of pyrex 
platter. Surround with noodles and 
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over the meat. Set under flame to 
brown. Garnish with parsley. 
Braised Onions. 

Skin at least one quart of smal! 
pickling onions. Over these pour 
two cups of soup stock and simmer 
until onions have absorbed most of 
the soup stock.

Serve on crisp iettuce 
leaves. 
Ginger Bread. 

One-half cup of butter. 

One-half cup of brown sugar. 

One cup of molasses. 

One teaspoon of soda dissolved in 
one-half cup of boiling water. 

Two eggs. 

Two cups of sifted flour. 

One teaspoon of cinnamon. 

One teaspoon-of ginger. 

One-half teaspoon-ef cloves. 

One-fourth teaspoon of allspice. 

One-half teaspoon of salt. 

Cream butter and sugar until 
light. Add the beaten yolke of 
eggs. Mix spices with the flour and 
sift into egg, sugar and butter mix- 
ture. Add soda and water to the 
molasses and beat thoroughly. The 
last thing, fold in the beaten whites 
of two eggs. Bake in buttered and 
floured muffin pans for about 20 
minutes in a moderate oven. Serve 
with either caramel sauce or a cof- 
fee cream. 

Add four tablespoons of ground 
coffee to one-half cup of milk and 
scald for 10 minutes.

Respect for Materials 


NE of the things which it is 
() imoortant for a child te learn 

is respect for the materiais 
with which he works and plays. 

The child does not naturally con- 
serve and care for the things in 
his environment, but he can soon 
learn to take pleasure in doing so 
if he is properly trained. 

Most important to this end is it 
that grown-ups set hima good 
example in orderliness and in the 
care they take of tools and fur- 
niture. 

His own toys should be sturdily 
made so that they will not break 
easily. If they are not, pleasure 
in seeing them fall to pieces may 
take the place of playing with 
them properly. 

The child should not have too 
many toys at a time, and from the 
very beginning a place should be 
set aside for them where, with his 
he may learn to 
keep them properly. 

He can learn early that not all 
materials can be used in the same 
way and that certain materials can 
be used in only a particular way. 

Thus blocks cannot be thrown, 
nor is a doll suitable for scrubbing 
up the floor. One uses crayons only 
upon sheets of paper and a ham- 
mer is good for pounding only at 
the work bench or out of doors. 

Play materials which become 
broke should be put aside for re- 
pair and an interesting ceremony 
should be made of putting them 
in order again. 

As the child grows a bit older 
and begins to appreciate the pur- 
chasing power of money he should
